To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Urban  District  Council  of  Cleckheaton, 

Gentlemen, 

I have  great  pleasure  in  laying  before  you  my  third  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1908. 

The  report  on  the  whole  is  satisfactory,  and  in  respect  of 
notifiable  infectious  diseases,  their  prevalence  has  been  less  even 
than  in  1907,  and  at  no  time  during  the  year  have  any  of  the 
non-notifiable  diseases  been  prevalent.  Many  sanitary  improve- 
ments have  been  carried  out,  and  a number  more  are  in  process. 

The  paving  of  back  yards  and  some  streets  is  a work  that  is 
desirable,  as  in  many  cases  they  are  only  repaired  by  the  use  of 
engine  ashes  ; a mode  of  repair  bad  in  summer  from  the  dust 
and  in  winter  from  the  mud.  The  ash  is,  moreover,  frequently 
carried  into  the  sewers,  and  much  inconvenience  is  thereby 
caused. 

The  Webb  destructor  lamps  (3)  have  worked  well,  and  have 
been  the  means  of  removing,  in  their  area,  any  cause  of  complaint 
of  drain  smells.  There  are  several  points  where  their  erection 
would  be  of  great  benefit,  such  as  the  top  of  New  Lane,  Scholes, 
Balme  Road,  Whitcliffe  Road,  and  at  the  dead  ends  of  sewers. 

The  Market  sanitary  arrangements  are  a great  improvement 
and  leave  nothing  to  be  desired,

1908.  milk  supplied  to  the  district  is,  on  the  whole,  good.  I 

have  tested  several  samiMes  and  all  were  pure.  The  conditions 
under  which  it  is  i^roduced  might  in  some  cases  be  improved, 
but  the  cow-keepers  generally  are  trying  to  improve  matters. 

The  care  of  the  streets  has  been  well  looked  after,  but 
might  be  improved  by  the  placing  of  wire  baskets  to  receive 
waste  paper,  banana  skins,  etc. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  lower  than  last  jmar.  The  Death 
Rate,  whilst  lower  than  the  average  for  10  years,  is  higher  than 
last  year. 

Population. — The  population  was  estimated  at  the  middle 
of  the  year  at  13000,  an  increase  on  the  previous  year  of  70.

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Phthisis. — The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  is  9,  or  1908 
‘2  more  than  last  year.  Voluntary  notification  of  this  disease 
has  yielded  no  results.  Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 

Act,  1908,  it  will  be  necessary  to  keep  a register  of  all  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurring  amongst  poor  persons,  who 
are  in  receipt  of  outdoor  or  indoor  relief,  and  notified  by  the 
District  Medical  Officer.  In  every  fatal  case,  the  offer  of 
disinfection  of  the  house  and  clothing  has  been  made  and  in 
most  cases  accepted,  but  as  it  is  some  time  after  the  death,  till 
information  is  received,  it  would  assist  matters  if  arrangements 
could  be  made  whereby  early  information  could  be  received  from 
the  Registrar,  instead  of  waiting  for  the  monthly  return. 

Cancer  has  caused  15  deaths,  10  in  persons  aged  from  25 
to  65,  and  5 above  65. 

The  number  of  Inquests  held  during  the  year  was  9,  as 
compared  with  4 in  1907,  6 in  1906,  8 in  1905,  and  6 in  1904. 

Two  cases  of  accident,  two  cases  of  suicide,  and  five  from 
natural  causes. 

Mortuary. — The  Mortuary  has  not  been  used  during  the 
year. 

Disposal  of  the  Dead.—SO  Interments  had  taken  place 
in  the  Cemetery  in  Whitechapel  Road.  Total  since  opening  of 
Cemetery,  113.

Bacteriological  Analyses. — During  the  year  20  specimens 
were  forwarded  to  the  West  Riding  Laboratory  at  Wakefield, 

: — Blood  for  Enteric  Fever,  5 ; Throat  Swabs  for  Diphtheria, 
6 ; Sputum  for  Tuberculosis  Bacillus,  8 ; Urine,  1. 

Water  Supply. — The  quality  of  water  supplied  by  the 
Bradford  Corporation  has  been  satisfactory,  and  has  never  been 
deficient  in  quantity. 

Scavenging. — This  work,  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  staff, 
has  on  the  whole  been  satisfactory. 

Sewerage. — Several  new  main  drains  have  been  laid  during 
the  year,  and  the  township  has  now  a very  efficient  modern 
system.  The  sewage  is  by  arrangement  treated  by  a neighbouring 
authority.  Scholes  Ward  sewage  is  satisfactorily  treated  in  its 
own  area  by  irrigation,  and  that  from  Oakenshaw  by  precipita- 
tion. An  application  has  been  made  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  their  sanction  to  a scheme  for  dealing  more  thoroughly 
with  the  sewage  of  Oakenshaw. 

Smoke  Nuisance. — During  the  year  this  has  been  more 
energetically  taken  in  hand— numerous  observations  made  and 
the  greatest  offenders  warned,  and  promise  of  improvement 
given. 

Destruction  of  Refuse.— The  Refuse  Destructor  con- 
tinues to  do  good  work,  and  figures  relating  to  it  will  be  found 
ip  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report.
